This 
overcome, and roots for cnttlo wo boliovo 
would be held in as high repute among 
i)a as by tho British farmer. JJy planting on 
laud containing few wcott seeds, nnd by HBO 
of implements in cultivation and harvesting, 
the .question of cost would 
bo largely 


nettled. 
Mangolds are the best roots for 


milch,cowfl, and ahonld.be planted whilo 
yet the winter moisture in in tho land. 
Liiue'a improved sugar beet is tho leading 
sort; Turnips aro planted later, as n rule. 
Mangolds require n rich soil and should bo 
planted in drills wide enough apart to admit 
of horse culture.—[Scientiiic I'arrnor. 


PLASTETI.—Wo have often heard tho decla- 


ration made that plaster was not n fertilizer 


- by itaelf. But this must be ft mistake, be- 


cause plaster is composed of milphur, lime 
and water... Sulphur and lima nre fertilizers, 
more so for some plants than for others; 
more so for clover than for corn ; more so 
for the stalk of com than for tho seed of 
corn., There is no doubt that by n drilling 
of plaster wo not only afford tho plant a 
supply of sulphur and lime, but wo also af- 
ford it tho .means or obtaining from tho soil 
large supplies of potash and magnesia. So 
that we got ;by tho. use of plaster four most 
valuable nnd essential constituents of plant 
growth' and plant food, viz., sulphur, lime, 
potash and magnesia. 
When wo consider 


the value of potash in ,tlic growth of plants, 
we must confess that this disintegrating in- 
fluence of plaster, this unlocking of the soil, 
is ona of its most valuable properties. 
It 


is just as well to sot tho potash free that ia 
in the soil, as to apply it outwardly. .PlftGtor 
is the agent to do this. * Now is the lime to 
apply it.

.SALT.FOR CABBAOE.—A Sew Jersey gar- 


dener considers salt necessary in places not 
fair from the coast. Ho finds them more 
crisp, of bettor flavor and to keep bettor 
when Bolt IB used than without, lie uses 
is as follows: A few days after sotting out 
the plants, and when they aro damp, either 
after a rain, or when tho dew IB ou, I take 
a small diuh of fine gait, and walking among 
the rows, sprinkle a pinch of salt on tho 
centre of each plant. 
When tho loaves be- 


gin to grow, I repeat tho salting, and when 
tho centre of tho leaves begin to form tho 
henS I apply salt again, Ronttoring it over 
the leaves. After this, I look them over 
occasionally, and if I Iind pltiuts that do not 
head well, or appear diseased, I sprinkle 
the salt over freely. 
This will save all such 


plants. A quart of salt is miiticteut for tivo 
hundred plants in n season, although more 
can be used with safety.—[Fruit Itecordor.
